ASHINGTON, June 9.—An inter- 
esting discussion of the Isthmian 
Canal project was made in the 
Senate today by Mr. Harris of Kan- 
Sas, a member of the Committee on In- 
ter oceanic Canals, who is also an 
engineer of recognized ability. His dis- 
cussion of the technical details of ca- 
nal construction was listened to with 
profound attention. He strongly ad- 
vocated the selection of the Nicaraguan 
route. He maintained that it was en- 
tirely feasible and practicable from an 
engineering standpoint, and said that 
some of the difficulties presented by 
the Panama route were insuperable, 
notably the construction of the Bohio 
dam. 

During the early part of the session, 
the Naval Appropriation Bil! was con- 
sidered. All of the committee amend- 
ments were disposed of, except that 
relating to the construction of the two 
additional battleships, two cruisers and 
two gunboats. 

The House passed the bill to protect 
the President, Vice-President, mem- 
bers of the Cabinet and foreign min- 
isters and ambassadors and to sup- 
press the teaching of anarchy by a 
vote of 175 to 38. A motion to recom- 
mit the measure with instructions to 
strike out certain sections was de- 
feated by 71 to 128. : 

The, remainder of the day was de- 
voted to the bill to transfer certain 
forest reserves from the Interior De- 
partment to the Agricultural Depart- 
ment and to authorize the creation in 
such reserves of game and fish pre- 
serves. The President in his annual 
message recommended such a measure. 
The minority of the Public Lands Com- 
mittee offered a Senate substitute for 
the bill, a measure which eliminated 
that portion of the bili which trans- 
fers the reserves to the Agricultural 
Department. Messrs. Lacey of Iowa. 
Kleberg of Texas, Perkins of New 
York and Williams of Missouri spoke in 
favor of the bill. 
Messrs Mondell of Wyoming and 
Shaffroth of Colorado supported the 
minority substitute. Mr. Bell of Col- 
orado opposed the bill in toto. No vote 
was reached.

BURNED.

Forty Killed and 
Injured. 


Some Die in Sight of 
Helpless Crowd. 


Desperate Battle for Life Thai 
Proved Successful.

Alderman “Blind Billy” Kent 
Among Victims—Rapid 
Spread of Fire. 


(PY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M ' 
HICAGO, June 9.—Nine men and 
one woman were killed, and about 
thirty persons injured in a fire 

which this afternoon destroyed the san- 
itarium conducted by the St. Luke's 
Soc'ety at Wabash avenue and Twenty- 
first street. The society occupied the 
building which has long been known 
as the Hotel Woodruff, and for a brief 
period as the Hotel Lancaster. The 
greater portion of the patients re- 
ceived in the institution were those 
seeking cure from the drink habit, and 
those who were addicted to the use of 
drugs. When the fire broke out there 
were on the fifth floor a number of pa- 
tients suffering from delirium tremens, 
and some who were deranged by drugs. 
Some of these were strapped to their 
beds, and it was found tmpossible to 
save them, so rapidiy did the fre 
spread through the building. The list 
so far as known at preset, although 
it is possible that the list of dead 
will be increased later, follows.

SPREAD RAPIDLY. 
The fire originated in the. basement 
of the building and spread rapidly to 
the upper stories through the eleva- 
tor shaft. Before the occupants of the 
bullding could be warned the flames 
had been carried to the roof, had 
eaten through it, and were leaping high 
in the air. 
As the cry of fire rang through the 
building patients sprang from their 
beds, and before they cou!l be pre- 
vented, several had jumped from the 
windows to the pavement. The fire 
department was on the scene within 
a few minutes, and as the windows 
were filled with people shrieking for 
help, the firemen devoted their firet 
efforts to saving the lives, and allowed 
the fire to burn. While this was the 
means of saving a large number of 
people who were carried down ladders 
by the firemen, it gave the fire such 
headway that there was almost n> 
chance for those on the upper floors of 
the building to make their escape. and 
such of them as were not suffocated 
were killed or badly injured by leap- 
ing from the windows. 


END OF “BLIND BILLY.” 
Alderman Kent, one of the dead, was 
in a room on the fifth floor, with the 
attendant, A. W. Wattels. The Alder- 
man, who had been totally blind for 
many years, was in a_strait- 
jacket, and his hands were manacled 
to a belt that passed around his waist. 
When the alarm of fire aws sounded 
Wattels ran to investigate. He found 
the elevator shaft a mass of flamas 


who, blind and unable to do anything 
with his hands, was almost mad with 
fear, and was shouting like an insane 
person. He had groped his way to the 
door, and by the time his attendant 
had reached him he had fallen to the 
floor, overcome with smoke. 

Wattels seized him, and tried to drag

but Kent had become so crased that 
tt was almost impossible to do any- 
thing with him. Wattels was finally 
compelled to run for his life as the 
flames were scorching his clothing. He 
ran to a window 
the building,: across which were iron 
bars. Wattels managed to tear two or 
three of these from their fastenings, 
and with two other men who had fol- 
lowed him, climed out on the sill. 

They were seen by the firemen, who 
called to them to remain where they 
were, and they would save them. A 
ladder was run up and the two men 
who were with Wattels were taken 
down. He became crazed with cxcite- 
ment, and not waiting for the return 
of the firemen, sprang for a net which 
some men were holding on the sidewalk 
beneath. He fell partly in it and 
partly on the sidewalk, and sustained 
injuries which probably will cause bis 
death. 

Kent was left lying on the floor 
his room, and evidently died of suf- 
tation. His body was badly hurred 
after death. Three hours after rhe out- 
break of the fire, the body was found 
on the floor of his room, one leg burned 
to a crisp, and the head burned off. 
| He was identified by means of his 
clothing. 75 

DREADFUL SCENE. 

A scene that wrought to the pitch 
of madness the great crowd that had 
gathered around the building, was en- 
acted at a fourth-story window, on 
the north side. Across this window 


outside of the screen were iron bars 
running parallel to the sill. The space 
between these bars was too small to 
allow the passage of even a smail 
boy, and behind them were gatherea 
a crowd of men, whose numbers were 
found to be between twenty-§ve and 
thirty. 

Escape in other directions was im- 
possible for the fire filled all the halls, 
and was steadily eating its way toward 
the window at which the men were 
standing. The one chance for life for 
that crowd of men lay through that 
screen and barred window. The men 
closest to the screen tore and tugged 
at it in a vain effort to tear it from 
its 
them fought madly to get close enough 
to the screen to fasten their fingers in 
it. 80 fiercely did the prisoners pull 
at the screen that from the street 
below were plainly visible tiny streams 
of blood that trickled from lacerated 
fingers and flowed over the window- 


A number of men at the window were 
in strait-jackets and manacles, and 
those, not being able to help them- 
selves or others, were the wildest of 
all in their frantic efforts to break 
through the bars. | 


MEN MA 
im street watching 
the desperate situation from behind 
the scene was simply an insane mob. 
‘They shouted all sorts of commands 
and directions at the men, and gave 


orders to the firemen, who were doing 


the bars from the outside. A8 the 
flames came steadily toward the men 
the people in the street jumped up 
and down and screamed in helpless 
rage. It seemed as though nothing 
could be done, and that all of the men 
would die within six inches of free- 
dom. 

That any of the men escaped at all 
was owing to the work of W. E. Davis 
of Cedar Rapids, Iowa, a patient in the 
institution. He induced the men to 
cease their disconnected pulling at the 
screen and to unite their efforts. Four 
men at once took hold of the screen, 
and in almost a minute the crowd de- 
hind pushed them away, and before 
the four men could get to the screen 
again they were compelled to fight 
with their fists. Davis managed to get 
his men to the window again, and 
after a few desperate pulls they man- 
aged to tear down a portion of the 
screen. Nerved to the work by their 
success the bodies of the men swayed 
back and forth as they put all of their 
strength into one last effort. 

FORCE THE BARS. 

Finally the screen came down, but 
the ba.s remained, and they were 
heavy, placed there for the purpose of 
withstanding all the efforts of 4nsane 
men. AS many as could place their 
hands on the lower bar took hold. It 
bent almost double, and six men went 
to the floor with a crash, holding on 
to the iron bar which they had torn 
from its fastenings. So quickly did 
the men behind them spring to. grasp 
the second bar that those who had 
torn down the first were badly tram- 
Died on before they could rise. 
Another bar was soon torn away, 
and the path to safety was opened. 

The men at the windows fought to 
keep their places until the firemen 
could raise ladders, and the inen in the 
rear, some of whom were already be- 
ing reached by flames, fought to cain 
the window. 

The first man through was Dr. C. A. 
Anderson of Chicago. No ladders were 
in front of the window. ind Ander- 
son's one hope was to reach the plat- 
form of a fire escape in froat of the 
window just west of where he was. 
He hesitated for an instant and then 
sprang for the escape, clutch'ng it, 
and was safe. 

COULD NOT JUMP. 
The next man through the 
was G. S. Gott of Laverge, III Ander- 
son was so much exhausted that he 
was not able to drag Gott after him. 
and Gott was so badly burned that 
he was not able to make the leap him- 
self. He crouched on the window sill. 
while the men on the inside clamored 
for him to jump. 
Clinton Osborne, a real estate dealer 
of New York City, was the third man. 
He crawled out beside Gott, and told 
the men inside to grasp his feet. This 
they did. telling Gott to take hold 
of his wriste and drop over the win- 
dow sil!; Osborne hanging head down- 
ward, Swung Gott to and fro until he 
had acquired sufficient momentum and 
then swung him on to the landing 
of the fire escap@, where Dr. Anderson 
seized and held him. 
Anderson and Gott then formed a 
‘chain, Gott holding to the fire escape 
and Anderson, tightly held by Gott 
with one hand, reached toward the 
window, so that the men, one by one, 
as they crawled through were able to

GEN. SCHOFIELD’s ADDRESS. . 

Lieut.-Gen. John M. Schofield. re. 
tired, delivered the following address: 

During the entire colonial period of 
this country, during the war of inde 
pendence, and even the subsequent war 
with Great Britain, the military forces 
of the county were mostly untrained, 
undisciplined militia, until the latter 
period of the revolution, when Wash- 
ington succeeded, after great effort, in 
organizing and disciplining the troops 
of the ‘Continental Line.’ Even 
except for the few gallant for- 
eigner who cast their lot with 
the young republic, technical mill, 
tary education was almost un, 
known in this country. But the 
leading soldiers and statesmen of 
that period were not unmindful, at any 
time, of the great disadvantage under 
which the country labored because of 
the lack of such education. At the 
very beginning of the war with Great 
Britain steps were taken to introduce 
some sort of military instruction 
the new levies, and efforts to this 
were continued by Washington and hie 
subordinates until he had, in the reg! 
ments of the Continental Line, a fairly 
well-disciplined regular army. 

Immediately after the war, in the dis- 
cussions of the question of a peace 
establishment for the country, great 
prominence was given to a military 
academy as an essential part of such 
establishment. But the condition of 
the country for the next few years, 
under the old Articles of Federation, 
was not favorable to the considera- 
tion of any such subject. The vital 
question of the continued existence of 
the States as a nation and the adoption 
of an effective Constitution superseded 
all minor questions, But in 1798, four 
years after the organization of the 
government under the present Consti⸗ 
tution, Washington, as President, ine 
stituted measures looking to the estab- 
lishment of a Military Academy. This 
resulted in the act of Congress of May 
9, 1794, which provided for a corps of 
artillerists and engineers of four com- 
panies, each company to have two 
cadets, ete. Several subsequent acts 
authorized the appointment of cadets 
in limited numbers, and provided for 
their instruction, and finally the act of 
March 16, 1802, which authorized the ors 
esanization of a separate corps of en- 
gineers, provided that the said corps, 
when organized, should be stationed at 
West Point, and constitute a military 
academy. This was the germ planted 
at West Point one hundred years ago, 
from which grew in time a great mille 
tary institution. 
But the development and growth ot 
the institution were slow indeed, 
Nearly everything necessary to its 
healthy existence was wanting, and 
many years were spent in numerous 
efforts, through inadequate legislation 
and other expedients, to supply man- 
fest deficiencies. At length, in 1812) 
Congress passed an act providing a full 
corps of professors and instructors for 
the academy, and establishing the in- 
stitution on a broad and solid basis, so 
far as could be done by law. But . 
still remained to impart life and health 
and strength and vigor. The genius te 
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Syivanus Thayer was assigned to duty 
die superintendent of the academy. 
Maj. Thayer has been not unjustly 
called the father of the Military Acad- 
emy. He was even more than that. He 
+ took the academy after its youth had 
deen well night wasted, and, by appro- 
priate discipline, training and culture, 
developed one of the foremost institu- 
tions of learning in the world. It is 
true that West Point has not fallen 
behind in the advance of the country 
up to the present time. Yet it is 
ey equally true that its essentia] character 
-today is the same as that impressed 
45 upon it by Maj. Thayer three-quarters 
5 of a century ago. The academy has

'* Iwill mention only two more of the

Its advantages are very great, and I 
believe are now well understood. I 
am informed that this method has, of 
late years, become very general in the 
schools of the country. The second is 
the subdivision of classes into small 
sections of from eight to ten cadets, 
under an instructor for each section. 
EDUCATIONAL PROGRESS. 

In this connection, it is pleasing to 
refer to the fact that West Point has 
long since ceased to be the only place 
in this country where 4a thorough 
mathematical education can be ob- 
tained. The great institutions through- 
out the country now rival the Mil- 
tary Academy in the thoroughness of 
their instruction in mathematics, pure 
and applied. to all who desire such in- 
struction. It is even more pleasing: to 
mote the vast advance made by the 
public schools of the country, as 
evinced by the action of the author!- 
tles in proposing to accept the certifi- 
cates of such schools as sufficient evi- 

i dence of qualification for admission to 
the military academy. Not the least, 
. in my opinion, among the honors due 
our old Alma Mater is the fact that it

A note of warning here is believed 
to be called for.

M'CLERNAND’'S VIEWS. 

“Mr. President and fellow-grad- 
uates: Since the close of the Civil 
War, the country had enjoyed thirty- 
three years of peace. The end of that 
great struggle tound the people tired 
of war, and in the mad race for wealth 
that followed, the miiitary profession 
and preparation no longer interested 
them. Eut the years immediately pre- 
ceding the Spanish-American War were 
replete with study, and, as far as cir- 
cumstances would permit, with prac- 
tice, assimilated to the conditions of 
war. 

“It was because of these preparations 
persistently pursued in the face of ob- 
stacies, well nigh insurmountable and 
often disheartening, that the little army 
we sent to Santiago de Cuba was able 
to rénder so good an account of itself, 
and justly to claim and receive from 
the country an acknowledgment of the 
constancy of purpose and gallantry un- 
der hardship 
achieved. success. To 
try to drift into war in such a way is 


a crime. 

Col. McClernand then described at 
length the lack of preparation of this 
country at the outbreak of the Span- 
ish war, and the eager response of 
volunteers to the cal] to arms. He 
gave a glimpse of the battle of San 
Juan, and then took tip the war in the 
Philippines, telling\of the difficult con- 
owes to be met there.

GERMAN OFFICERS. 


TO STUDY WEST POINT. 

[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
NEW YORK, June 9%.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.) 
Col. Von Witzleben of the German 
army, are here to study American 
military life. They are to go up to 
West Point tomorrow to study the sys- 
tem at the United States Military Acad- 

emy there. 
Both officers have been sent to this 
country by command of Emperor WII- 
liam, as given to the army through the 

Bundesrath and Reichstag. 

The significance of the officers’ visit 
is said to be considerable, in view 
of the fact that in the memory of old 


American army officers, Germany has 


never before sent representatives of 
her army to this side to study Ameri- 
can military methods and strength. The 
visit of the officers is considered an- 
other result of the interesting trip of 
Prince Henry to this side, last Feb- 
ruary. 

The authorities at the Military Acad- 
emy received information last week 
from Secretary Root that the two Ger- 
man officers were coming to look over 
the ground. The additional informa- 
tion was given that the trip was en- 
tirely a formal one, and that in the 
natural order of things everything was 
to be shown, officially. This means that 
the visitors will be given the greatest 
opportunity to study anything that 
this country has to teach in the way 
of military life. 

Both officeré have credentials from 
the Intelligence Bureau of Germany, 
and are said to bring with em let 
ters to the President and retary 
Root from Prince Henry. They will be 
here six weeks, and will visit all the 
chief army posts of tne West before 
returning to make a report. 1

LESSON TO BRUTAL MINER.

REDDING, June 9.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Considérable excitement was 
created at the Shasta King Mine, the 
property of the Trinity Copper Com- 
pany near Kennet, Saturday night and 
for a time the lynching of a miner was 
threatened. 

Ed Pedler. employed by that com- 
pany, lives with his wife and four cbil- 
dren in a small house near the mine. 
Pedler is a drinking man, and when in 
his cups is troublesome. Saturday 
evening his eldest daughter, a gir! of 
nine years, ran from her home to 
Kennet, a distance of seven miles. 
When she reached Kennet she was 
nearly exhausted and bleading from 
several wounds on her head and neck. 

She said her father had tried to cut 
her throat, and had threatened to kill 
the .whole family. The wounds on her 
head and face bore out her statement. 
In the meantime the miners had heard 
of the trouble, and had gone to Ped- 
lers house. They found him drunk 
and abusing his wife. He had a knife 
in his hand. and had it not been for 
the timely arrival of the men he pos- 
sibly would have killed his wife.

Pedler begged and friends interfered, 
He was finally released with the warn- 
ing that the lynching would take piace 
if the affair happened again. 


THRILLING ESCAPE. 
CAPT. JACK WILLIAMS.

DRYDOCK’S BIG CATCH.

IN THE PHILIPPINES. 
FRANK DOMINGUEZ TALKS OF 
BRIGHT PROSPECTS, 


— 
Prosperous Angeleno Returned from 
Manila Yesterday—Civil and Military 
Governments Harmonious, and Work- 
ing Wonders—Respect for American 


Frank Dominguez, who left Los An- 
geles two years ago last April to be- 
come the secretary of the Philippine 
Commission, was conspicuous on the 
streets yesterday, clad in a white 


and with his hands full of presents for 
his friends. He has fared well in 
America’s largest Oriental city, and 
claims a law practice second to none 
in the archipelago. He will remain in 
the United States two or three months 
on pleasure and business, and will then 
return to Manila. On his arrival in 
San Francisco last week, he was in- 
terviewed for The Times, and among 
other things he denounced the agita- 
tion of the “water-cure” question as 


ot. 
In discussing conditions in the 
islands yesterday he spoke hopefully 
of the prospects of prosperity under 
the influence of American methods and 
enterprise, and paid a tribute to the 
civil and military governments, 
have made such progress possible. 
Speaking of his own career, he said: 
“After more than a year’s service as 
secretary of the commission, I de- 
came convinced that there was a great 
opening for the legal profession, and 
accordingly, A. A. Montana, who was 
at that time clerk of the Supreme 
Court in Manila, and myself, formed a 
law partnership. Our acquaintance 
with most of the prominent people in 
and around Manila, and our ability to 
speak the Spanish language, assured 
our success from the start. We se- 
cured the business of many wealthy 
persons, whose estates had to be set- 
tled, and were retained as attorneys 
in two or three cases where the titles 
to vast tracts of land were in dis- 
ute. Being successful in these, other 
usiness came in so fast that we could 
hardly attend to it. 
seemed unlimited, more so in the

perhaps than any ocher profession, and 


it is still the case that the field Is 
most inviting. ° 

“The civil and military governments 
are working in perfect harmony, and 
despite assertions made in this country 
to the contrary, there is absolutely no 
friction between them. Not even a 
suggestion of such a condition is ever 
heard in Manila, and we read with 
considerable amusement some of the 
reports to that effect in American 
papers. Gen. Chaffee and Gov. Taft 
are two very able men, with the inter- 
ests of the Filipinos at heart, and in 
pacifying the natives and bringing 
them into sympathy with American in- 
stitutions and ideas, they have worked 
wonders. 

“Manila is virtually an American 
city, for the main topic of discussion 
among the people is business. They 
have become imbued with the spirit of 
progress and seem to have caught the 
American secret of getting ahead. 
There are many detractors among the 
Filipinos, of course, but the better 
class are learning swiftly and always 
manifest an interest in the ingenious 
methods that Americans are introduc-

the above offenses shall be deemed a 


principal. Any person who knowingly 
harbors, conccals, or aids with intent 
that he may avoid arrest or punisn- 
ment any person who has committed 
one of the above offenses, shall be im- 
prisoned from one to twenty-five years. 

Any person who advocates the un- 
lawful killing of an officer of the gov- 
ernment or of the government of any 
civilized nation because of his official 
character, or who openly justifies kill- 
ing with intent to secure the commis- 
sion of any of the above offenses, shal! 
be fined from $500 to $5000 and impris- 
onment from one to twenty-five years.

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R. PATTON RESIGNS 
PRINCETON’S PRESIDENCY. 


HE NAMES WOODROW WILSON AS 
HIS SUCCESSOR. 
Announcement Comés as a Complete 
Surprise to Nearly All at the Uni- 
versity—Desire to Engage in Literary 
Work His Avowed Object. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.! 

PRINCETON (N. J.) June 9.—(Ex- 

elusive Dispatch.) Rev. Dr. Francis 
L. Patton has resigned the presidency 
of Princeton University, and Woodrow 
Wilson, professor of jurisprudence and 
politics, has been chosen his Successor. 
The announcement was made late this 
afternoon at the conclusion of the 
annual commencement meeting of the 
University board of trustees. It came 
as a complete surprise to almost ev- 
erybody here. Many of the faculty 
did not know that Dr. Patton even 
contemplated resigning, and some of 
the members of the board of trustees 
had no knowledge of the fact until the 
meeting was in session. 
The only reason Dr. Patton gives for 
his action is his desire to devote the 
remaining years of his life to literary 
work. The trustees were reluctant to 
accept the resignation, but he insisted. 
and himself proposed the name of his 
successor. The sentiment of the board 
of trustees was unanimous for Wilson, 
and the election was settied after a 
brief deliberation. Dr. Patton will 
continue to hold the chair of ethics in 
the university. 

When seen tonight, Prof. Wilson 
said he had nothing to say, as it was 
too soon for him to talk about plans 
for the future. Wilson is extraordi- 
narily popular, both among the alumni 
and the undergraduates. He is an 
eloquent orator, a distinguished writer, 
and a profound scholar.

Scheme is Outec m of Brunch 
Banking Movement and is 
Well Backed.

NEW YORK, June 9. [Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The North American Trust 
Company of New York ig promoting a 
gigantic combination of national banks 
of the country, which is to include one 
national bank in each financial center. 
The combination will be known as the 
American Bankers’ Corporation, which 
has been chartered quietly under the 
general corporation act of New Jersey, 
with a capital of $5,000,000. The char- 
ter provides for a surplus of $45,000,000. 

The scheme is the outcome of the 
branch banking movement. According 
to a confidential letter from the trust 
company to the several financiers with 
whom it is negotiating, the aim will be 
to own in each State the controlling 
interest in at least one good bank, 


which will have sufficient surplus to 


permit of the purchase of several local 
organizations. 

The ownership of these institutions 
will be sufficient guarantee to the de- 
positing public without necessitating 
large and vexatious local capital and 
surplus liabilities, the idea being that 
the smaller the capitalization in pro- 


portion to deposits obtainable the larger 


the profits. The capital stock will be 
invested in United States and State 
bonds. The letter is signed by 8. D. 
Sctdder, No. 135 Broadway. - 


DETAILS OF PLAN. 
IBT THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.} 

CHICAGO, June 9.—A circular letter 
dated New York, June 5, has been is- 
sued on the letter heads of the North 
American Trust Company and signed 
by S. C. Sudder, New York, giving the 
details of the plans for combining 
National banks in all State capitals and 
financial centers under one ownership 
of one bank each center. At the top 
of the circular, which is marked con- 
fidential,” and which was sent to each 
banker with whom the company is 
negotiating, is the following: 

American Bankers Corporation, capi- 
tal $5,000,000, surplus $45,000,000, charter- 
ed under the laws of New Jersey gen- 
eral corporation act. Fifty thousand 
shares, par value $100, at $1000 per share. 

The circular says: 

“Recently the banking act has been 
amended to permit of expansion by the 
establismment of small banks all over 
the country. So that, barring the ques- 
tion of taxation, there would seem to 
be at first thought, little to prevent the 
organization of an immense National 
bank with this very purpose in view, 
providing it was established with large 
enough surpius to acquire a sufficient 
number of banks throughout the 
country. 

“However, aside from the 
of taxation there are serious o 
to the ownership of such banks 
der the national banking law. A safer 
and more profitable plan would be 
the formation of a corporation which 
could purchase and control a number 
of national banks and also State banks 
and trust companies wherever it 
seemed profitable to do 80. 

“To this end such an institution has 


uestion 


been chartered under the general cor- | 


poration act of New Jersey. The only 
taxes payable will be the annua! one- 
tenth ofel per cent. on its capital of 
$5,000,000. 

“The main office (nominally Jersey 
City) will only be the meting place 
of the. stockholders once a year. No 
deposits will be accepted by the par- 
ent organization, which will confine its 
operations to the investment of capital 
and surplus. Its first purchase will 
be a large New York City national 
bank. In fact, New York City will be 
the practical headquarters, and from 
there the regulation and transfer of 
the surplus balances belonging to the 
corporation's banks throughout the 
count will be carrned on. The offi- 
cers of the New York City Bank will 
also be the executives this corpora- 
tion.

ETTING NEAR TO THE PEOPLE. 

The following petition to the 
Charter Revision Committee is being 
circulated among the registered voters 
of Los Angeles by the Municipal 
League, an organization recently 
formed by public-spirited citizens of 
Los Angeles, for the purpose of keep- 
ing an eye upon matters of interest 
to the taxpayers of the city. A. B. 
Cass, ex-president of the Chamber of 
Commerce, is president of the League: 

“We, the undersigned voters of Los 
Angeles city respectfully petition the 
Charter Revision Committee, now in 
session, to submit to the electors an 
amendment to the charter, providing 
for direct legislation. 

“By direct legislation, is meant a 
system which gives to a majority of 
the voters of the city the power to 
initiate legislation upon a petition of 
a reasonable per cent. of the voters, 
and to have submitted to the people 
upon similar petition, for their ac- 
ceptance or rejection, any ordinance 
or act passed by the Council, except- 
ing measures of urgency, required by 
the public safety or health. 

“We further petition that said 
amendment for direct legislation be 
submitted in such manner that it may 
de voted upon separately from the 
other proposed amendments.” 

This system of direct legislation“ 
the “initiative” and referendum“ 
is not a new or untried thing. It has 
been for a number of years success- 
fully operated in Switzerland, and in 
New Zealand, and has more recently 
been introduced in some American 
communities. It is provided for in 
the new charter of San Francisco, and 
at the recent election in Oregon 

the initiative and referendum amend- 
ment was carried by an overwhelming 
majority—about ten to one, 

The idea of this system is simply 
‘the placing of government more di- 
rectly in the hands of the people. 
Theoretically, ours is a government 
“of the people, for the people and by 
the people,” but in practice there has 
of late been a tendency to place the 
governing power in cities and States, 
and in the United States, more in the 
hands of small cliques and commit- 
tees, sO that, in reality, the “plain 
people,“ who constitute the mass of 
the voters, find that they have been 
‘drifting farther away from the posi- 
tion which they are supposed to oc- 
cupy, as the framers and indorsers of 
the laws under which they live. To 
some extent, this condition of affairs 
is due to indifference on the part of 
the people themselves, but not en- 
tirely, for there are always at work 
ambitious and unscrupulous mén, who 
are willing and anxious to seize the 
reins of government, and to handle 
the team of state so as to suit their 
own selfish ends. 

Obviously, a steady drifting in this 
direction must necessarily prove 
calamitous to the cause of popular 
government, unless some practical 
check is applied. Such a check is 
found in the initiative and the refer- 
endum. Nor need we fear to adopt 
this reform, because it, among 
other things, is favored by those pe- 
cullar people, the Populists. We 
should remember the well-known re- 


mark ot an English evangelist, about

In adopting this reform, with proper 
restrictions, the Charter Revision 
Committee will undoubtedly meet the 
wishes of a large majority of the 


right-thinking and responsible voters 


of Los Angeles. 


RACTICAL BENEVOLENCE. 
Los Angeles abounds with liberal, 
charitably-inclined people, who are al- 
Ways ready to extend assistance to 
any really worthy cause. The chief 
difficulty is to get the cause and the 
remedy face to face with each other. 
The old days of indiscriminate alms- 
giving are passing away, and system 
is being introduced in charity, as in 
every other line of human activity. 

Modern charity, instead of throw- 
ing dimes and dollars to beggars, and 
so confirming them in idleness, while 
removing such remnants as they may 
still retain of self-respect. aims to 
reach out a helping hand to those who 
have stumbled or fallen, and aid them 
in regaining lost ground—in once 
more becoming respectable and self- 
respecting men and women, and use- 
ful members of society. It is, as The 
Times has frequently pointed out, of 
little use to thunder against the “rum 
nend,“ unless some attractive substi- 
tute is provided for the poor man's 
club, for it is a fact, which all unprej- 
udiced observers fully recognize, that 


it is the society, the light, the warmth, 


the craving for human companionship 
which drive more of the poorer classes 
to intemperance than the yearning 
for stimulating beverages; although 
that, of course, grows in time upon 
what it feeds upon, and finally be- 
comes overpowering. Public-spirited 
people, both in Great Britain and in 
the United States, are nowadays turn- 
ing their attention to these practical 
means of diverting people from the 
road to ruin. 

These remarks are introductory to 
a few words in regard to a worthy 
local enterprise of a benevolent cha 
acter, which fully merits the hearty 


assistance of charitably-disposed citi- 


zens. It is known as the “Bethlehem 
Institution Church,” of which Rev. 
Dana W. Bartlett is the pastor. It is 
the only church in a district embrac- 
ing a population of 8000 people, and is 
something more than a church, for 
it aims to minister to the bodie< as 
well as the souls of those with whom 
it comes in touch. It furnishes medi- 
cine for the sick, ald for the injured, 
clothing and food for the destitute, 
employment for the unemployed, con- 
ducts educational, sloyd and music 
classes, gives temperance instruction 
to the young, and runs a night schdol 
for the benefit of poor boys. The 
hotel that has been founded by the 
church shelters the homeless. Its 
bath-house gave over 18,000 baths in 
the first year of its existence. 

In order to make this work more 
systematic and practical, it is now de- 
sired to bulld a permanent structure, 
containing one hundred rooms, with 
reading-room, clubroom, gymnasium 
and hall, and so forth. The aim is to 
make this hotel, or home, self-support- 


ing, and an active power for good 


in a section of Los Angeles where 
such work is greatly needed. Practi- 
cal aid is sought and will be grate- 
fully received.

TRAINING THE LUNGS. 


SPORTS AND EXERCISES THAT ARE 
MOST USEFUL IN INCREASING CHEST 
CAPACITY—RESULTS FROM SPRINTING., 


BY JAY W. Ss AVER, ™ >. 

(Instructor in Yale University Gymnasium.) 
HE blood is the great purveying 
agency and at the same time th: 
Freat scavenger of the human body, 
and the success of its work depends 
upon the facilities it has for gathering 
oxygen in the lungs and for unloading 
through the lungs carbonic acid gas. 
The condition of the blood and thus of 


pendent upon that of the lungs. 

The air that is breathed in contains 
essentially twenty-one parts of oxy- 
gen mixed with seventy-nine parts of | 
nitrogen. During its residence in the 
lungs before being expelled by expira- 
tion it loses 5 per cent. of its oxygen 
by volume and gains 4% per cent. of 
carbonic acid gas. It is also warmed 
to nearly the temperature of the body. 
it is saturated with moisture and there 
is to be found a minute quantity of 
nitrogenous waste in it that is highly 
poisonous in character. 

NEED FOR PURE AIR. 
manently in an atmosphere contain ng | 
over one-tenth ef 1 per cent. of car- 
bonic acid gas, it is obvious that the 
air driven out in explratlon must be 
extensively diluted before it can be 


breathed again without doing a seri- 


ous harm to the organism. Th natural 
air is found to contai. about four parts 
in ten thousand of carbonic acid gag. 
So it is obvious that to approach the 
purity of outdoor air the ventilation 
of a room occupied by many people 
would require an enormous inflow of 
pure air, and for houses a standard has 
been set of at least 2000 feet of pure 
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strength and 


respiratory act will be valuable in se- 


curing a higher development of it. 


Running may be mentioned as an exer- 
cise that calls for increased breathing, 
where both the frequency and the 
depth of the act are increased, while 


diving and swimming under water 
might be considered an exercise 
that would tend to increase the 


size of the pulmonary tissues, as suf- 
ficient air must be carried to maintain 
the proper gaseous interchange for a 
somewhat prolonged period. It will be 
obvious to everybody that some forms 
of running may tend strongly to de- 
velop the size of the lungs without spe- 
cially developing the muscles that 
would be developed in rapid respira- 
tion, as by sprinting, where the chest 
is Alled to its utmost capacity and the 
person breathes only in frequently dur- 
ing a race of 100 yards. I have noted 
in my examinations of Yale men that 
sprint runners increase in lung capac- 
ity, as measured by a wet spirometer, 


more than almost any other class of 


athletes. It may be stated here that 
the test of lung capacity by the 
spirometer is a much more accurate 
way of estimating respiratory ability 
than by taking girth of chest, as the 
latter may be greatly modified hy the 
contraction of the vast series of mus- 
po that cover the upper half of the 
chest. 


Among the artificial or gymnastic 
methods of developing the chest may 
be mentioned all those exercises that 
tend to an erect carriage—movements 
of an extension of the spine, especially 
at its upper third, and movements that 
call into play the muscles that rail e 
the shoulders and ribs. Under this 
head should be classed all lifting exer- 
cises of mild character; such exercises 
of the abdominal wall as secure 
elasticity: respiratory 
movements which are taken either with 
or without resistance for the purpose 


_of inflating the lungs to their full ex- 
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air hour for each member of the 
family. The ordinary perso in 
breathing uses about forty, cubic 
inches of air, and he breathes from 
sixteen to eighteen times per minute, 
so that he has saturated in an hour 
of air with car- 
1 acid gas to the extent of 414 per 
cent. 


It is popularly believed that the b‘'ood | 


going from the lungs and distribute l“ 
through the body by the arteries is 
free from this noxicus gas, but such is 
not the case. It still contains 40 per 
cent. of it by volume, while the boot 
in the veins contains only 46 or 48 per 
cent., according to the amount of oxida- 
tion going on in the cells. It is evi- 
dent, therefore, that an increased lung 
area for the outpouring of this waste 
gas would enable the blood to return 
to the cells a much cleaner condition 
so far as waste products are concerned. 
TO EXPAND THE LUNGS. 

In order to secure freer elimination 
of waste products from the blood two 
things are necessary. First, the 
amount of air handled at each respira- 
tion must be increased. amd, second, 
the amount of lung surface that is to 
be swept by this air must be enlarged. 
It is true that a quickening ot the 
respiratcry act may for a time compen- 
gate for a larger volume at each res- 
piration, but when we consider that in- 
spiration at least is accomplished by 
muscular effort throws increased waste 
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blood, we will see that it can 
ay sense take the place of deep 
breathing. How. then, can the chest 
be made large and flexible, so that the 
lung area may be large and the inter- 
change of air abundant and free? To 
answer this question properly is the 
problem of those interested in physi- 
cal training.

in uniform manner; all movements 
that tend to develop to excess the an- 
terior muscles of the trunk, and a1 
movements that may be executed for 
considerable length of time without 
perceptibly accelerating the action of 
the heart. 
HOW TO GET RESULTS. 

If I were to lay out a course of 
training for a young man of 16 to 20 
years of age that would tend to give 
him large lung capacity and power- 
ful muscles of respiration it would be 
somewhat as follows: He should run 
at an easy pace from a half-mile to 
two miles per day, according to his 
general condition of development. This 
might be done with any athletic team 
in its daily routine of training. 

He should swim at least once a week 
and should endeavor to be an expert 
in diving and swimming under water. 

He should take at least ten minutes 
exercise morning and night with such 
free Swedish movements, or other ex- 
ercises as would .secure the carriage 
and development of the muscles indi- 
cated above, and he should practice 
breathing exercises, preferably by prac- 
ticing lessons in voice training for 
speech or music, so that his respiratory 
movements should be controlled and 
ample for every possible need of the 


y. 

He should avoid all narcotics and 
stimulants, smoking being especially 
hostile to lung development. 

In this way I would expect to have 
him equipped for the work of life with 
a physical mechanism that would rep- 
resent stamnia or constitutional vigor; 
that would bear up long and weil in 
the work of life, and that would re- 
sist successfully the encroachments of 
disease. In such a person old age 
would have to be counted in years and 
not in the aches and pains that make 
long life a burden instead of a joy. 

AN EXCEPTIONAL RECORD. 

The question may arise as to what 
constitutes a fair lung capacity, and 
what is the limit that has been reached 
in this test. In my own experience, 
covering un exami of over 12,000 
men, the average capacity of lungs is 
236 cubic inches, while the largest rec- 
ord was 426 cubic inches. 

I submit a front and side view of the 
chest of the person who made thig rec- 
ord, as it will be of interest to all per- 
sons who are striving for self-improve- 
ment in this direction, The muscular 
development is good, the chest is large 
and full at the base and very deep when 
expanded. This person has never been 
sick, except from some zymotic diseases 
of childhood. His exercise has been 
all forms of outdoor sports, and he is 
an excellent swimmer.

It is so full 
of patriotism as to deserve publication, 
even at this late date.—Ed Times.] 
Comrades in Arms !—Citizen Soidters of 

the Republic Heroes of 61 —Surviv - 

ors of a Victorious Army! 

Over a generation ago, at our coun- 
try’s call, we signed the muster roll, 


+ swore allegiance to the nation’s flag, 


dedicated our lives to liberty, and from 
the eastern to the western sea, a 
mighty host armed and equipped for 
war and conquest, marched from the 
northland down over the southland. 
swift as a hurricane, resistiess as the 
avalanche, terrible as a volcano. We 
marched to conquer, and we marched 
to victory. We marched and fought 
and conquered to defend the fame and 
greatness of George Washington. Our 
marching, our fighting and our con- 
quering tended to make Abraham Lin- 
coln equally as famous and great. 
Washington and Lincoln, the two 
greatest characters in American his- 
tory of all time. 

Each of us may well feel an honest 
pride, in that patriotically, fearlessly, 
courageously, heroically, he acted well 
his part in the grand tragedy of the 
war, and in that, loving home not less, 
loving country more, prompted by 
duty, inspired by patriotism, and am- 
bitious of glory, he is a self-crowned 
hero. 

Here in this temple on this Memorial 
Day, weeping tears over the silent 
dead, and strewing Mayflowers on 
their graves, let us swear anew our 
aliegiance to that old flag, rededicate 
our lives to liberty and resolutely, un- 
falteringly march on, not southward, 
but upward on the celestial hignway, 
by patriarch, king, priest, prophet, 


| apostie, saint and martyr trod, to the 


everlasting camping ground beyond, 
ever and forever shouting hosannas to 
the Lord God of Hosts. 

Today the nation’s flag is at half- 
mast. As we commemorate the lives 
of our illustrious dead. recite their ex- 
alted virtues, recall their heroic sacri- 
ces and sufferings, recount their 
deeds of devotion and deeds of daring, 
let us remember, without malice, with- 
out bitterness, with love and tender- 
ness in our hearts, the brave, gallant 
men who met us face to face in mortal 
combat. We fought, we can forgive. 
We battled for our country, we will 
love our countrymen, Enemies in war, 
in peace friends, let us live together in 
amity as one people. We have a com- 
mon origin, a common history, a com- 
mon language, a common faith, a com- 
mon heritage and a common destiny. 
All nature conspires to make us one 
people. The forests grow and cast 
their shadows for one people. 
The valleys and the plains teem 
with products of earth for one people. 
The flowers bloom, and the orchards 
bring forth fruit for one people. The 
hills are stored with minerals for the 
people. The mountains lift their heads 
into the clouds for one people: The 
lakes bask in the sun for one people. 
The rivers flow to the sea for one peo- 
ple. The seas wash our shores for one 
people. We live under one form of 
government, one Constitution. We 
live, and must live, and will forever 
live under one flag, the flag of our 
fathers. And may we not ask for 
them, as well as for ourselves, that, in 
coming years, when all the rtici- 
pants in this fratricidal strife have 
passed away, when ‘all wounds are 
healed, and all animosities are forgot- 
ten, on each recurring anniversary of 
this sacred day, future generations may 
come, come bearing this flag, come 
with love in their hearts, come with 
fresh flowers in their hands, come 
walking reverently, treading softly, 
with uncovered heads, in silence and 
with prayer, decorate our graves wit 
the floral offerings of spring. 

“My country, ‘tis of thee, 
Sweet land of liberty, 

Of thee I sing. 
Land where my fathers died;’ 

Land where my fathers lived; 

Land where my comrades lived; 

Land where they lived, and lived to 


| die that our country might live. Life 


and death! On one s de is life, on the 
other side is death. Here are the liv- 
ing, there are the dead. Here are two 
generations of men. There are two hun- 
dred generations. Here untold millions, 
living, await the angel of death; there 
countless billions, dead, await the an- 
gel of the resurrection. Of the living, 
this audience, and all dwe'ling under 
that flag, form an insignificant part. 
Ot the dead, they whose lives we this 
day commemorate, and all living under 
the shadow of that dear o'd flag, in 
numbers, constitute an important fac- 
tor, when we consider for what they 
lived and for what they died. When 
we consider the inestimable blessings 
wrought for humanity bv their labor 
and patience, their sacrifices and suf- 
ferings, their courage and faith, they 
constitute an important factor in the 
world’s history, and their achievement; 
make luminous the historic page. When 
we remember that within three cen- 
turies they crossed an unknown sea. 
in midwinter landed on a bleak and 
barren coast, peopled a wilderness, 
transformed barbaric savagery into en- 
lightened civil zation, grander than 
Anglo-Saxon civilization in that it has 
a broader liberty, nobler than the 
Syrian, Egyptian, Grecian or Roman 
civilization in that it recognizes the 
true God, and the divinity of His Son, 
the grandeur of their lives looms up 
among the mountain peaks of the ages. 
When we behold a temple, its foun- 
dation laid deep down on the solid rock, 
its heavy walls composed of inde- 
atructible material, granite and gold, 
over its massive gates inscribed ‘“Lib- 
erty,” the sweetest word to mortals 
save the name of His beloved Son, sur- 
mounted by a lofty dome piercing the 
clouds and resplendent in the sun, and 
over all floating a banner, dearest to 
the hearts of men, save the banner of 
the Cross, a temple colossal in propor- 
tions, magnificent in architecture, 
fashioned by their hands, adorned by 
their skill, beautified by their genius, 
rich in the treasures of industry and 
art, equalling in beauty and glory the 
Temple of Mount Zion, and by them 
dedicated to this newer, grander, nobler 
civilization, and by their watchfulness 
and valor defended from the ravages 
of time and war in whose courts eighty 
millions of people, representing every 
race and condition of men, praise God, 
day and night, continually, with one 
mind and with one accord and whose 
‘gates are crowded by all nations com- 
ing up hither to do homage to its mas. 
ter builders and its heroic defenders, 
the eye is dazzled. language cannot 
tray its brightness, pencil cannot 
paint its beauty, mind cannot compre. 
hend its greatness, imagination cannot 
conceive its magnificence, human vision 
cannot solve its glory. And that tem- 
ple, the masterpiece of ten generations,

is the United States of America, the 
grandest, most e ened and most 
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progressive nation that ever occupied 
the earth. 

Comrades, we were not present when 
its foundations were laid. We may 
have had no part in its construction 
and ornamentation. We may not have 
chiseled or polished a stone. We may 
not have lent a hand in raising a col- 
umn, or placing therein its capital. 

e may not have carved a frieze, fres- 
coed a celling, or decorated a pane!. We 
not even have stretched a line or 
laid a square, yet we did have a-part 
in its defense; we defended its sates 
from the ruthless hand of the destroy- 
er. We held back the brave, rash, des- 
perate men who would have invaded its 
courts and despoiled its altars. Liberty 
was not erased from its gates, nor 
slavery inscribed thereon. The Stars 
and Stripes were not hauled down, nor 
stars and bars run up. Old Glory still 
floats, and this is glory enough for our 
generation. 

Forty-one years intervene. Muta- 
tions and statility mark the period. 
Some thirgs pass away. Some things 
abide forever. The tide of humanity 
surging along the shore of time is ever 
receding, losing itself in the ocean of 
the past. A new tide is ever rushing. 
shoreward, bearing upon its bosom like 
passions, hopes and fears. The flowers 
adorning beauty fade. The diamond 
set in the necklace sparkles on. Beauty 
is mortal. Character coupled with 
righteousness, immortal. 

he clouds gather and break around 
the mountain tops. The granite peaks 
stand immovable against the sky. From 
creation’s morn the stars have rejoiced 
in their courses and sang together for 
joy. Generations come and go. The 
great leaders and actors in the drama 
of war have passed away. Their names 
and deeds are written in letters of liv- 
ing light on fame's eternal canopy. 
Our companions! Where are they?” A 
majority are numbered with the dead— 
gone, gone to sing and shout with the 
sires of ‘76, and the heroes of 1812. 
Some lie buried beneath southern suns. 
in unknown, unmarked, undecorated 
graves. Some sleep in private burial 
grounds. Some rest in national ceme- 
teries. Grassy knolls in many a church- 
yard mark their final camping places. 
Ofttimes our ranks have been deci- 
mated, closed up. No new enlistments. 
no call for recruits. The Grand Army 
of the Republic is being rapidiy mus- 
tered aout. The chief mustering officer 
has written, signed and sealed our dis- 
charge papers, and only awaits to in- 
sert the date before handing them to 
Death's orderly for delivery. We are 
growing old. Time has whitened our 
locks, wrinkled our brows, furrowed 
gur cheeks, paled our faces, dimmed 
our eyes, dulled. our senses, withered 
gur arms, palsied our limbs, impaired 
gur energies, robbed us of the elastic- 
ity of youth and the vigor of manhood, 
and we go limping, halting, trembling, 
tottering, shuffling, shaking, stumblin« 
to the grave. 

To cher and comfort us as we go 
down the hill of life, and near the dark 
valley, there remain to us ties of com- 
radeship, friendships of camp, fieid and 
hospital; memories of battles fought 
and of battles won; dreams of bugle 
call and long roll, of clashing sabers, 
of the rattling of musketry and 
thunder of artillery; visions of columns 
advancing, divisions wheeling, brigades 
charging and regiments on the double 
quick. All else may pass away, these 
ties, fricadships, memories, dreams and 
visions remain; they are ours. They 
abide with us, nor time nor death can 
rob us of this inestimable heritage. 

Comrades, most of us are past the 
three-score mile stone in the journey 
of life. Some of us have reached three 
score and ten, and some are nearing 
four score. Your speaker may be the 
oldest boy in the crowd. My age is 
my apology for detaining you longer. 
and for allusions to myself. I um giad 

Was born and have lived in this 
marvelous age of the world. In my 
short life I have seen more than Me- 
thusalah saw in his nine hundred three 
score and nine years. Noah. when only 
six hundred years old, in the vigor of 
manhood, saw what I never saw, a 
mighty flood covering all he cach. I 
doubt if he had a compass with which 
to guide his big ship, or « eurdrant 
to observe his latitude. He may Lave 
reckoned years by the stars, months bv 

oy the sun, but he rad 
no chronometer to indicate hours, min- 
utes and seconds. Reckoning time by 
events I have lived longer than the 
antediluvians. I sometimes think that 
I would like to arouse one of those old 
fellows who lived a thousand years, 
from his fifty-centuries slumber and 
give him a spin on a bicycle or a spurt 
on an automobile, or a sixty-mile-an- 
hour jaunt on a locomotive, and see 
his eyes stand out and ‘iis hair up. In 
seventy-five years the world has made 
greater progress in science, in the in- 
dustrial arts, in the creations of inven- 
tive genius, in commerce and marufac- 
tures, in methods ofe*ransportation, in 
facilities for travel and dissemination 
of news. and in all departments of hu- 
man industry, than during any pre- 
vious five hundred years of its ex- 
istence. 

I was born among the rugged hills 
of eastern New York. When? Fe fore 
the invention of hair pins and ra‘:roads, 
before the introduction of -ewing na- 
chines, and steamboats. li fore eicectric 
wires were stretched ecross ¢ aents, 
and laid on the bottom of the seca. be- 
fore gas and electricity superseded the 
tallow dip and whale il, before cern 
was planted and cereals harvested by 
machinery, when the old man lighted 
his pipe with steel, flint and tinder, and 
before the dude struck a mitch to light 
his cigar, when the dame on retiring 
covered the live cvals Mui i ashes with 
which to light her morning ‘tre; when 
porridge was boiled n the pot hinging 
on the crane, and heefstoak was botled 
in the spit; before hooks and eyes were 
used, when whalebone was used for 
correction, coercion, and corsets, when 
boys ran barefooted and were happy. 
When my life touched the lives cf the 
Revolution. I have seer the shes of 
‘76 grace and honor puonlic occasions, 
as do the veterans of 61 today. Wher? 
Suffice it to say, before mn Adams 
and Thomas Jefferson departed from 
earth, ere the echoes of the Revolution 
had died away. May the thund-+rs of 
Bunker Hill, Saratoga and Yorktown 
ever echo and reverberate in the 
American heart, ronsing it to deeds of 
lofty patriotism and patriotic devotion. 

When a boy in my teens, my father 
caught the sptrit of westward ho! The 
spirit that led Abraham up out of the 
land of Ur into the land of Canaan, the 
spirit that lured the Perstan into 
Greece, the Phoenician into Spain, and 
the Roman into Gaul. The spirit that 
lighted the pathway of Columbus 
across the deep, and transferred Latin 
and Anglo-Saxon to the new world, the 
spirit that turned the eyes of our an- 
cestors, longingly, toward the setting 
sun, that leveled the forests, peopled 
the prairies, built homes on the plains 
of Kansas and Nebraska, traversed the 
mountains with highways, opened up 
the Pacific Slope to modern civiliza- 
tion, and is influencing us to extend the 
blessings of American institutions to 
distant islands, and to scale the walls 
of China, to rejuvenate, modernize, lib- 
eralize and revolutionize that ancient 
kingdom. The spirit, that, ever since 
man walked out of Eden, through all 
the centuries, amid all the enanges or 
time, the rise and fall of nat ons, has 
ever influenced the better part of hu- 
manity, the mightier races of men to 
follow the sun in his westward

In 
speaking of this deal, the Searchlight 
of Redding says: There is an unlim- 
ited water eA in. connection with 
the deal, the whole of New River hav- 
ing been located or appropriated. It 
is said that the deal will soon be closed 
and involve an amount in the neigh- 
borhood of $1,500,000.” 

Besides the placers recently discov- 
ered at Dos Cabezos, Cochise county, 
Ariz., the placer diggings on the banks 
of the Gila River, Ariz., are now at- 
tracting attention. Several locations 
have been made and are being worked: 
the Indians are also working some of 
the ground.

CLEAN ORPHANS. 
Water Board Learns That Inmates of 
Orphans’ Home are Either Cleanly or 
They Drink Deeply. 
The fact that each of the inmates of 
the Los Angeles Orphans’ Home at Al- 
pine and Yale streets uses eighty-three 
KAllons of water per day, was about 


the only startling thing that developed 
at yesterday's meeting of the City Wa- 


dulge in the luxury of three baths a 
day or are hard drinkers, was not 


brought out, but the commissioners 
were very much surprised just the 
same. 


The subject came up on the com- 
Dlaint of C. B. Woodhead, who ts con- 
nected with the institution. He appeared 
before the commissioners to ask them 
to reduce his water bill, or rather that 
of the home. He was apparently much 
pained on account of a bill for $13.55 
for water used by the home during 
May, and to back up his request that 
the city should furnish it free water, 
he said that the old Los Angeles Wa- 
ter Company had charged the home 
but $2.50 per month. The bill com- 
plained of was rendered on the read- 
ing of the meter put in since the city 
came into its own; and from it the 
commissioners figured out that the in- 
mates use an average of eighty-three 
gallons of water each per day. As the 
home is allowed a reduction of 75 per 
cent. on its water biils, the commis- 
sioners thought it was using loo much 
water, and Mr. oodhead was in- 
structed to stop the waste in water 
closets and other places. 

Acting Auditor Anderson submitted 
his weekly report, which showed that 
the past week, $13,682.42 had been col- 
lected for water. The condition of the 
— funds was also reported as fol- 
ows: 

Municipal waterworks fund. 15,000.00 
Water revenue fund 


Water deposit trust fund.... 719.66 
Water operating fund ........ 108,232.99 
Interest and sinking fund ... 119,026.75 


Superintendent Mulholland was in- 
structed to put in a fire hydrant and a 
four-inch main at Belmont avenue and 
Kane street, as per the petition of the 
residents of that section. 

Requests of Horgan & Walton of 
No. 603 South Spring street and the 
lessors of the property at No, 607 South 
Olive street, asking for a reduction in 
their water charges, were denied. 

The superintendent was instructed to 
put in meters on the service pipes of 
the Salt Lake road and all otter rail- 
roads. This order will increase the 
tax of the South Pacific Company, 
for it has been paying a lump sum of 
$400 per month for all the water it 
has used for the last twelve years, and 
the amount used was “guessed at“ 
when the rate was made a dozen years 


ago.

HE CRUSADE AGAINST 
CRIBS AND SUCH. 


— 
VIEWS OF CHIEF ELTON ON TROU- 
| BLESOME PROBLEM, 
— 29 — 


He Believes in Keeping All the Scarlet 
Women and Their Dens in One Quar- 
ter and Adopting the Japanese Method 
of Regulation. 


The crusade lately Inaugurated by 
the W.C.T.U. and Ministers’ Associa- 
tion against the demoralizing tenden- 
cles of the “crib” district, and the al- 
leged spread of the social evil in Los 
Angeles has led to the query: “Is 
the maintenance of a crib district 
wrong, and is the evil increasing 
throughout the city?” 

Chief of Police Elton, who has given 
much study to the problem, and who 
probably is the best-informed man in 
Los Angeles on the practical aspects of 
the question, said to a Times reporter 
yesterday that the concentration ot 
Scarlet women in ertbs“ is the best 
way of handling the troublesome prob- 
lem, and that the sooner they are all 
herded in one quarter, just that much 
sooner will there be an improvement 
in the situation. Chief Elton does not 
believe that there has been any in- 
crease of the evil in the city. 3 

“In their attempt to restrict or abol- 
ish the practice of ‘the oldest profes- 
sion in the world: “ said the Chief, 
“the reformers are trying to de some- 
thing that never has been accomplished 


and in my opinion never will be ac- 
complished. 
“The evil should, and can be, con- 


trolled. and I am striving now to han- 
die it in the best possible manner. To 
attack it in one spot, however, onl 

to drive it to another. is of no avall, 
unless the purpose is to concentrate it 
in a quarter by itself. It must not 
be permitted to spread over the entire 
city, as is the case in many parts of 
the st, and even in San Francisco, 
and right at this time in Los Angeles 
we afe endeavoring to draw a line be- 
yond which the practice cannot be car- 
ried on. This can be done, as the 
progress we are making proves, but 
the operation is necessarily slow. 
Within a reasonable time we hope to 
herd all the scarlet women in a quar- 
ter of the city where their presence is 
not objectionable. 

“I think the history of the Los An- 
geles ‘crib’ district proves that cen- 
tralization is the best method so far 
devised for handling the business, for 
it really is a business by which many 
women gain a livelihood. In that dis- 
trict, with all its evil, there probably 
is as little crime committed as in any 
section of similar size in the c'ty. 
So far as disorder is concerned, it is 
far more orderly than some of the 
other downtown districts. Only one 
police officer is on duty in the quarter, 
and very few arrests are made. The 
patrol wagon makes forty trips to the 
corner of First and Los Angeles street, 
against one to the Alameda- street dis- 
trict. 

“I believe the social evil should be 
legalized, as is the case in Japan; that 
proper safeguards should be taken for 
the protection of health of Inmates and 


patrons: that frequent inspections 
should be made for this purpose, and 
that licenses be issued to Scarlet 
women. 


“There is no use in being prudish in 
discussing the question, and endeavor- 
ing to do what is best for the moral 
health of the community. My position 
is plain in the matter, and I stand 
solidly on the ground that legalization 
is the best method, so far as I can see, 
of restricting the evil. With proper 
medical and police surveillance, many 
of the evils that now exist can be cor- 


rected. 

“In the Los Angeles ‘crib’ district 
we have the business about as well 
regulated as is possible. Police orders 
are respected by the women, and it Is 
understood that if a robbery or any 
other crime is committed in a woman's 
room, that woman will pay the penalty 
by being driven from the city. This 
was true with Mrs. Frances Raymond, 
whose connection with the Widney case 
showed her to be in league with erimi- 
nals, and within two weeks the busi- 
ness at her Seventh-street house was 
made so unprofitable that she was 
forced to seek a city where her record 
was unknown. 

“As soon as we can concentrate the 
women in one quarter, where the police 
can watch them closely, we shall have 
made a long advance toward correc- 
tion, at least, of the evil.”
